MED JURIST 
PASSES AWAY. 


JUDGE J. E. GARY OF CHICAGO 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


Presided at Trial of Haymarket 
Anarchists—Life Often Threatened, 
He Evinced High Moral and Phys- 
ical Courage—Over Forty Years 
on the Bench. 


— 


et. 
E. Gary, one of the most well-known 
| jurists in this section of the country. 
who presided during the famous trial 
of the anarchists in 1888, died sud- 
deny today of heart disease, aged 84. 

The specific cause of death was de- 
generation of the heart muscles. Tne 
judge held court as usual on Tues- 
day, but was not in his usual health 
this morning, and sent word that he 
would not hold court. He grew stead- 
ily’ weaker throughout the day, and 
expired quietly about 2:30 o’clovk. 

Judge Gary had been a member of 
the Cook county bench for forty-three 
| years, and was the oldest judge in 
point of service as well as in years. 
He occupied a ‘judicial position 


on the bench in tus portion of the 
State. 

Judge Gary made a national Ne- 
tation at the time of the anarchist 
trials in 1888, over which he presid- 
ed. As the presiding officer at the 
trial he was repeatedly . threatened 
with death by anarchist sympathizers 
and showed wonderful physical as 
well as high moraj courage during a 
very trying experience that continued 
for many months after the anarchists 
had been executed, ‘ 

Judge Gary was born in Potsdam, 
N. V. in 1821; was admitted to the 
bar in 1844, and practiced at Spring- 
field, Mo., Las Vegas, N. M., and San 
Francisco, coming finally to Chicago 
in 1856. He was made a judge in 1863 
and had been on the bench continu- 
ously since that time.

The troopers drove the In- 
dians back to the Crow agency. The 
Crows said that they were hunting. 
and denied any intention of joining 
the Utes. 

Another squad of the Tenth Cavalry 
tell in with a band of Cheyennes, who, 
under the representation that they 
were hunting, were allowed to go in 
peace. 

Settlers charged that Indian guides 
employed by the Federal troops are 
acting treacherously and leading the 
troops on false trails to keep the sol- 
diers from overtaking the Utes.

Most of the time of both of today's 
Sessions was taken up with the testi- 
mony of witnesses for the unions, and 
was largely confined to a comparison 
of the rates of wage and hours of 
service as regards the United Rail- 
roads and other companies in this and 
other cities,

President H. L. Worthington of the 
Diectrical Workers’ Association was 
the principal witness for the carmen 
in the arbitration proceedings now go- 
ing on between the United Railroads 
and its employés. Worthington quali- 


| fied as an expert, and testified as to 


the wages paid clectrical workers by 
the United Rallroads and the wages 
paid for the same kind of work by 
other corporations, both in San Fran- 
cisco and in other cities. 

To prove his assertion that the elec- 
trical workers were paid less and 
worked longer than other employés in 
similar lines, Worthington produced 
working agreements of other corpora- 
tions. These agreements pertained to 
every branch of electrical workers. 

It was the contention of the witness 
that linemen in the employ of the 
cpmpany were exposed to greater dan- 
ger and received less wages than in 


other companies.

Judge Lineborger has the 
confidence in the Filipinos. 
that he likes even the poorest and 
commonest of the islanders and he 
sees Freat possibilities for them in the 
future. He acknowledges their weak- 
nesses, but ascribes these to natura! 
causes, and not to racial traits. 

For a hundred years and more. he 
says, the Filipinos were oppressed by 
Malay princes. Their lot was Hitle 
better than that of slaves. After the 
Spanish régime, conditions did not im- 
prove. The last dozen or more genera- 
tions of the little brown men have 
been cowed and brow-beaten by un- 
principled superiors, but the present 
policy of the American nation is slowly 
but surely bringing their good trai 
to the surface. 

It is like watching the hands of a 
clock,” said the judge, to try to see 
the advancement of the Filipino.

WOULD IT BE PUBLIC? 


Wilmington Dock Company Seeks 
Permission to Dredge Inner Har- 
bor Channel. 


Application for the right to excavate 
a channel in the inner San Pedro har- 
bor was made by the Wilmington 
Dock Company yesterday in the of- 

ce of the United States Engineer. In 
the absence of Capt. Fries, Assistant 

neer Langdon C. Easton conduct- 
the hearing. ; 

The dock company, indorsed by the 
boards of trustees of Wilmington and 
Long Beach, asks permission to dredge 
at private expense a channel approx!l- 
mately three miles long, from the 
turning basin to the upper end of the 
lagoon. This channel would be about 
four hundred feet broad and twenty- 
five feet deep. They also ask the priv- 
liege of dredging a channel laterally 
into West Basin, which is claimed by 
the Banning interests. 

Hancock Banning was present, and 
announced that his interests will op- 
pose the lateral channel into the West 


Basin. As for the other channel, he 
was ready to favor it, if some changes 
were made the plans, and would co- 


operate by deeding land to the gov- 
ernment. He favors a channel 1000 
feet wide, skirting the Wilmington 
shore. If the dredging is done first 
on the Wilmington side, so that fill- 
ing material could + used on the 
water front, he would promise the 
deeding of the property. 

Thirty days’ time was asked by Mr. 
Banning to allow his interests and the 
railroad companies to make some 
agreement, and this was agreed to by 
the representative of the dock com- 
pany, Engineer Kelleher.

FULLERTON POSTAL BUSINESS. 


Increasing Traffic Shown—Three Ru- 
ral Carriers Serving 456 Rural 
| Boxes. 
FULLERTON, Oct. 31.—Business at 
the Fullerton postoffice is increasing. 


An but three of the lock boxes are 


rented, which means that an additional 
set of boxes will have to be added to 
the large number already in use. Over 
5000 pieces of mall matter were han- 
died through this office Monday. Of 
this amount the tiree rural carriers 
delivered 1859 pieces arid collected 326. 
The three carriers are now serving a 
total of 456 rural boxes, in which are 
an average of five persons receiving 
mall. Postal receipts for the last 
quarter were $1128.81, making a total 
for the past nine months of 1906 of 
$3879.96, an increase of $277.93 over a 
similar period of months in 1905. The 
money order business cf the office is 
growing in proportion. receipts aver- 
aging $2500 a month. Few people realize 
what a business institution the local 
postoffice is or how much of Uncle Sam's 
money remains in Fullerton. The 
Stated expenses of the office is now 
$4260 per year, and this amount all 
stays in Fullerton.
